Spanish Names 
For De Soto Cars 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 

Detroit, Aug. 23.—Karl H. Bron- 
son, De Soto director of advertis- 
ing, explains the use of Spanish 
names for the De _ Sote line. 
“First,” says Mr. Bronson, “the 
car was named in honor of the 
Spanish explorer. Secondly, the 
De Soto Six is a distinctly indi- 
vidual car and we felt that it war- 
ranted a_ distinctly individual 
nomenclature. 

“As a result, the body styles are 
named as follows: Roadster Espa- 
nol, Faeton, Cupe Business, Sedan, 
Sedan Coche, Sedan de Lujo and 
Cupe de Lujo. These are pro- 
nounced in almost exactly the same 
way as are the terms with which 
the public is already familiar. But 
their spelling is distinctly Spanish 
und lends color to the Spanish 
background which has been pro- 
vided for the new car. 

“De Soto dealers are frequently 
asked what ‘de lujo' means. Lit- 
erally, it signifies ‘of luxury,’ hav- 
ing the same significance as the 
anglicized French term ‘de luxe.’ In 
the Spanish tongue ‘j' has the 
sound of the English ‘h,’ and prop- 
erly pronounced, the name of the 
car is ‘coopay day looho.’ 

“Terms describing automobile 
body types, as used by American 
automobile manufacturers have 
little or no connection with the 
original meanings of the words. 
Consequently, felt it both logi- 
cal and filting to designate De Soto 
Six body styles by a new set of 
names. Naturally. we had to guard 
against the difficulties of pronun- 
ciation offered by a foreign tongue, 
So we selected easily pronounced, 
authentic Spanish words which are 
actually used in Spain today to de- 
scribe automobile body styles.”

To my way of thinking, motor 
trucks are going to be sold more 
and more as a means of widening 
the area of distribution, and will 
be sold from a standpoint of in- 
creasing the user’s business as well 
as a means of transportation, and 
I do not believe we have any con- 
ception as to how far motor trucks 
will be used in connection with 
long-distance _freighting. Ten 
years from today will prove a rev- 
elation in this respect. 

One of the outstanding sales pro-

Here Is a Weather Bureau That 
“Hindecasts” Instead of Forecasts

Detroit, Aug. 23.—Out at the , 
General Motors proving ground, a 
recent addition to the equipment 
is a weather house, located on top 
of the housing quarters. Its office 
is to keep accurate record of the 
| weather’s behavior—no mean task, 

in Michigan. It is rather unique, 
| in that it does not make predic- 
| tions or forecasts, but rather 
“hindcasts,” as the proving ground 
engineers call them. It is also 
| unique in that its equipment in- 
| eludes what is probably the only 

wind velocity indicator in opera- 
| tion, outside of United States 
| Navy stations. 
Skilled meteorologists are on duty, 
|}day and night, observing and re- 
cording every aspect of weather con- 
ditions. Their records are available 
to all General Motors divisional en- 
gineers, and daily reports are filed 
with the Michigan State Weather 
Department. 

Here is how the weather house 
helps the engineer 


| formance. Suppose that the Chev- 
rolet engineering division, for ex- 
ample, found that on a certain day 
gasoline consumption exceedéd that 
of the preceding and the following 
day, or that more water was re- 
quired in the radiator or that fluc- 
tuations, unnoted by the average 
driver, but imnvortant to the inquir- 
ing mind of the engineer, were ob- 
served. 

One of the first steps in the in- 
vestigation as to the cause of these 
| condit‘ons would be to have the 
Chevrolet engineers consult the 
records of the weather house. On 
checking back, they might find 
that the wind velocity on the day 
under examination varied materi- 
ally from that of other days. They 
could tell the exact conditions of 
sunshine, rain, humidity or snow- 
fall, and check their relation to 
car performance. 

Wind velocity is one of the most 
important factors in determining 
motor performance. Its effect is so 
marked that precise tests are un- 
available when it exceeds ten miles

Recent publication of reguiations 
eovering refunds on parts and ac- 
cessories was intended to clarify the 
muddle as to the illegal collection 
of the tax on certain accessories, 
hundreds of dealers refus ng to com- 
ply with the terms laid down by the 
Invernal Revenue Bureau. 

It was specified that dealers enti- 
tled to retunds on certain accessvries, 
such as spark plugs for motor boat 
engines, etc., must post bond cov- 
ering the amount of the reiund 
sought in orde« to guarantee that the 
tax coliected on tne article sold in 
turn would be remitted to the con- 
sumer. 

On account of the stringent and 
impossible demands ,made upon 
the dealer under these terms, 
hundreds refused to apply for re- 
funds and a large part of the ap- 
propriation sel aside by Congress 
for such purpose has never been 
expended, or remitted by the gov- 
ernment, it was explained. 

The point was made at the time 
that dealers who sold an article, with 
the tax included, could not collect 
the amount they had paid. as they 
had no means of knowing to whom 
it would have to be remitted, after 
being collected, and therefore could 
conscientiously live up to the 
terms of the bond that was de- 
mended 

The refunds paid by the govern- 
ment to the automobile manufac- 
turers, either by cash, or granted by 
paper credits, in turn must be paid 
to the dealers on cars unsold on the 
floor after the effectiveness 
the repeal of the tax. which was

The regulations covering 
‘edure for filing claims for 
refunds are covered fully in section 
122 of the revenue act of 1928, ref- 
‘rence being made to extension of 
time for filing of April and May re- 
turns under section 600, title 6 of 
the revenue act of 1926, to July 31 
1928, in order to facilitate the tak- 
ing of credits. Section 422 of the 
ict reads in part as follows 

a) Where prior to the date of 
the enactment of this act, any 
irticle subject to the tax imposed

importer, and is on such date held 
by a dealer and intended for sale, 
there shall be refunded to the 
manufacturer, producer, or im- 
porter the amount of the tax, or if 
the tax has not been paid, the 
tax shall be abated. 

(b) As used in this section the 
term “dealer” includes wholesaler, 
jobber or distributor. For the pur- 
poses of this section, an article 
shall be considered as “held by a 
dealer” if title thereto has passed 
to such dealer (whether or not 
delivery to him has been made), 
and if for purposes of consump- 
tion title to such article or posses- 
sion thereof has not at any time 
been transferred to any person 
other than a dealer. 

(ec) Under regulations pre- 
scribed by the commissioner, with 
the approval of the secretary, the 
refund provided by this section 
(1) may be applied as a‘ credit 
against the tax shown by subse- 
quent returns of the moanufac- 
turer, producer or importer, and 
(2) may be made to the dealer in- 
stead of the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or importer, if the manu- 
facturer, producer or importer 
waives any claim for the amount 
so refunded. 

(d) When the refund or credit, 
or abatement provided for in this 
section has been allowed to the 
manufacturer, producer or import- 
er, he shall remit to the dealer to 
whom was sold the article in re- 
spect of which the refund, credit, 
or abatement was allowed, so 
much of that amount of the tax 
corresponding to the refund, 
credit or abatement, as was paid 
or agreed to be paid by the dealer.
